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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Upon further review and consideration of the claims at hand in this case, the 
previous restriction requirement is hereby vacated in view of the following New 
Requirement. Any delay and inconvenience this may cause is regrettable however the 
previous species choice of "First Class or Business Class seating" must be removed 
from the restriction requirement. All other aspects of the restriction and election 
requirements are the same. 

2. Also, please note that the claims as numbered in the restriction below are as 
originally filed, even though some may now have been cancelled. See below. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-51 , drawn to a cross section of an aircraft, classified in class 
244, subclass 117R. 

II. Claims 52-63, drawn to a method of reducing sonic boom, classified in 
class 244, subclass 1N. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
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using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the method of reducing 
sonic boom signature can be used with an aircraft that is symmetrical. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Upon selection from the above paragraphs 1-3, the applicant is further required 
to elect a single species for each of the following under 35 USC 121 for the purpose of 
examination. This additional requirement is to facilitate examining due to the broad 
range of curve arrangements: 

a. Elect from a First Curvature (e.g. Elliptical only) 

i. Elliptical 

ii. Circular 

iii. Digitally specified 

iv. Conic curve 

b. Elect from a Second Curvature (e.g. Circular only) 

v. Elliptical 

vi. Circular 

vii. Digitally specified 

viii. Conic curve 
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NOTE: From the above example you will get a First Curvature Elliptical with a 
Second Curvature being Circular. The claims readable on the elected species 
must be pointed out in the reply to this action. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
